Ta child can learn to speak a 
language, can computers be far 
behind? The answer will surprise 
us. A child is a winner all the way! 

Teaching a computer to speak, 
robots to walk or hold things like 
humans do, and making machines 
to mimic humans fall under a field 
of computer science called 


‘Artificial Intelligence.” For many 
years scientists have been trying to 
program machines to behave like 
humans. They have not always 
succeeded in creating these smart 
machines. On one stunning 
occasion, they did! In 1997, Gary 
Kasparoy, the reigning World Chess 
Champion lost a match to IBM 
Deep Blue, a super computer! 
Today, Deep Blue isn’t the only 
unbeatable machine or program 
[Box 1]. 


It is the 
dream of every 
researcher to 
create ‘intelligent 
machines’ capable 
of mimicking human 
thought and under- 
standing speech 

Yet, these machines are not 
intelligent when compared to 
humans, People have varying kinds 
and degrees of intelligence [Box 2] 


Ir we ask, ‘is the computer 
intelligent or not?’ The answer is, 


“No.” Intelligence involves 
complex mechanisms that happen 
at high speed. These are processed 
by human brain. At the best, 
scientists have discovered how to 
make computers carry out some of 
these mechanisms but not! 
others, 
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sk Partha Niyogi, a computer 
science professor who is trying to build 
computer systems that can learn from 
humans, The first step is to teach 
‘computers how to translate sounds into 
words, Simple words like ‘dark’ are 
complicated for the computer. 
“There's a period of silence where 
there's no sound coming out, and then 
there's a sudden, sharp, noisy burst 
That burst can be as short as 10
